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To  Be  Included  in  1945-1946  Biennium  Construction  Program 


APPROPRIATED  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity by  the  96th  General  As- 
sembly for  salaries  and  wages  during 
the  1945-46  biennum  was  $2,141,174'", 
an  amount  $250,000  larger  than  the 
appropriation  made  for  this  purpose 
by  the  preceding  assembly. 

For  a  start  on  the  much  needed 
and  long  overdue  build- 
ing program  the  state 
legislature  allotted  to 
Ohio  University  funds 
totaling  $1,088,889.00. 
These  funds  did  not  be- 
come available  for  use 
until  October  18. 

Already,  however,  bids 
have  been  asked  for  on 
the  construction  of  a 
new  five-story  structure 
to  be  known  as  the 
Chemical  and  Research 
Laboratory  Building  (for 
a  detailed  description  of 
this  building  see  the  Dec. 
1944,  Alumnus)  to  be 
located  on  President 
Street  immediately  east 
of  Science  Hall.  The  cost  of  this 
building  is  budgeted  at  $490,000  ex- 
clusive of  equipment,  which  will  be 
the  most  modern  obtainable. 

The  chemistry  building  appropria- 
tion has  been  made  by  three  succes- 
sive general  assemblies,  but  construc- 
tion has  been  delayed  by  lack  of  ma- 
terials and  labor.  It  was  necessary  to 
reappropriate  the  money  each  time. 

Before  the  present  biennum  closes 
on  Dec.  31,  1946,  it  is  hoped  that 
contracts,  in  addition  to  that  for  the 
chemistry  building,  will  have  been 
let  for  the  erection  of  a  new  engi- 
neering and  science  building  to  cost 
approximately  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars,  the  rehabilitation  of  Cutler 
Hall  and  Ewing  Hall  at  a  cost  of 
$125,000  each,  and  the  enlarging  and 
equipping  of  the  heating  and  lighting 
plant  at  a  cost  of  $134,439.  Minor 
building  operations  will  use  up  the 
appropriated  monies  not  accounted 
for  in  the  foregoing  items  of  the  ex- 
pansion program. 

Very  much  a  part  of  the  building 
program,  hut  provided  for  by  a  spe- 
cial legislative  act  appropriating  mon- 
ey for  dormitories  to  all  of  the  state 


universities  in  Ohio,  is  a  new  dormi- 
tory for  women  to  cost  $500,000.  On 
this  appropriation,  and  similar  ones 
to  the  other  state  universities,  the 
schools  pledge  to  pay  back  to  the 
state  treasury  the  total  amount  in 
annual  payments  equal  to  seven  per- 
cent of  the  loan.

The  speed  with  which  the  new 
building  activity  progresses  will  de- 
pend largely  upon  the  materials  and 
labor  situation  during  the  next  several 
months. 

Plans  and  specifications  are  now 
being  drawn  up  for  the  new  residence 
hall  for  women.  The  dormitory  has 
been  designed  to  accommodate  378 
co-eds  and  will  be  located  on  Univer- 
sity Terrace  opposite  Alumni  Memor- 
ial Auditorium  on  properties  pre- 
viously owned  by  the  late  E.  J.  Jones, 
Sr.,  '73,  and  the  late  Nellie  Van 
Vorhes,  a  long-time  member  of  the 
Ohio  University  faculty  in  the  School 
of  Music.  After  the  death  of  Mr. 
Jones  in  1940  his  residence  was  occu- 
pied by  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity  and, 
more  recently,  by  Alpha  Gamma  Del- 
ta sorority.  The  Van  Vorhes  home 
was  remodeled  about  six  years  ago  to 
serve  as  a  home  economics  manage- 
ment house. 

Preliminary  sketches  have  been 
made  of  the  new  engineering  build- 
ing which  is  needed  to  give  relief  to 
overcrowded  Super  Hall.  Its  exact 
location  has  not  been  determined,  al- 
though one  hkely  location  is  the  pres- 


ent site  of  Sprague  Hall,  a  residence 
cottage  for  men,  and  the  university 
laundry,  both  immediately  to  the 
west  of  the  Delta  Tau  Delta  frater- 
nity house  on   President   Street. 

Two  newly-acquired  residences 
have  been  remodeled  and  redecorated 
for  the  use  of  women  students. 
These  are  the  homes  of 
the  late  L.  G.  Worstell, 
Sr.,  "88,  on  University 
Terrace  opposite  the 
Men's  Dormitory  (now 
temporarily  occupied  by 
girls  and  known  as  Co- 
ed Hall) ,  and  of  the  late 
Henry  O'Bleness,  one- 
time university  trustee, 
located  on  East  Union 
Street  next  to  the  Men's 
Faculty  Club. 

To  help  meet  the  pres- 
sing   demand    for    small 
apartments    for    married 
veterans    the    university 
has  acquired  other  prop- 
erties   near    the    campus 
and  will  reconvert  them 
as  rapidly  as  possible  to  the  needs  of 
veterans  and  their  wives,  and,  in  sev- 
eral cases,   families. 

Science  Hall  is  now  undergoing  a 
complete  rehabilitation — new  floors 
and  roof  and  a  reorganization  of 
classroom,  laboratory  and  office 
space — and  when  completed  about 
the  end  of  the  current  semester  will 
be  taken  over  almost  in  its  entirety 
by  the  zoology  department.  Funds 
for  the  work  on  Science  Hall  were 
provided  by  the  1943-45  legislature. 
The  cost  of  this  project  is  $160,000, 
exclusive  of  new  equipment. 

Funds  for  acquiring  land  and  es- 
tablishing a  university  laboratory  in 
conservation  of  natural  resources  near 
Athens  were  also  voted  by  the  cur- 
rent legislature.  The  money  was  ap- 
propriated to  the  Ohio  Forestry  Di- 
vision, which  IS  to  buy  the  land  and 
create  an  impounded  lake.  The  uni- 
versity will  have  full  use  of  it  for  a 
laboratory  for  the  training  of  teachers 
in  the  basic  principles  and  problems 
of  conservation  of  natural  resources, 
and  the  training  of  technicians  in  in- 
ter-related natural  resource  sciences. 
The  lake  is  to  be  open  to  the  public.

At  the  time  the  death  of  Second 
Lieut.  Fred  W.  Payne,  II,  '43x  (see 
picture  on  next  page)  Ironton, 
was  reported  no  details  of  his  fi- 
nal action  were  available.  It  is 
now  known  that  on  Nov.  25,  19'44, 
he  was  directed  to  lead  a  patrol 
into  the  village  of  Heistern,  Ger- 
many, to  see  if  it  were  occupied 
by  German  troops.  While  in  the 
village  he  was  caught  by  an  ene- 
my barrage  and  killed  instantly. 
Lieutenant  Payne  was  buried  at 
Henri  Chapelle,  Belgium.  His  f.i 
ther  is  a  captain  at  the  Stockton 
Ordnance  Depot,   Stockton,  Calif. 

Pictured  nearby,  with  his  wife, 
the  former  Elsa  Rautenberg,  "42, 
is  another  Ohioan  whose  battle- 
caused  death  has  been  reported 
previously  in  The  Alumnus.  First 
Lieut.  Robert  E.  Jobe,  '4.^,  Spring- 


field, received  mortal  wounds  on 
April  14,  1945,  when  shot  by  a  Jap 
sniper  while  he  was  mopping  up  ene- 
my-held caves  near  Manila.  He  died 
the  following  day  in  a  field  hospital. 
He  was  an  infantryman  with  the  4.ird 
(Winged  Victory)  Division.  Lieuten- 
ant and  Mrs.  Jobe  were  married  in 
California  in  November,  194.V  The 
latter,  who  was  with  her  husband  at 
Fort  Ord,  is  now  associated  with  the 
Eastman  Kodak  Company  in  Roches- 
ter, N.  Y. 

Another  picture  recently  received 
is  that  of  Second  Lieut.  Robert  E. 
Forrest,  '41x,  Columbus,  who  died. 
Mar.  3,  1943,  of  wounds  sustained 
while  on  a  bombing  mission  over 
Germany.  Fellow  fliers  who  were  re- 
leased from  a  German  prison  camp 
after  an  incarceration  of  two  years 
reported  to  his  parents  that  they  had 
seen  his  plane  shot  down  near  Rou- 
en, France,  by  the  Abbyville  fighter 
pilots,  Goering's  ace  fighter  group, 
and  that  all  four  of  his  motors  went 
out  at  once. 

Pfc.  Keith  Bowen,  '42x,  Ashland, 
was  killed  Jan.  20,  1945,  near  Reip- 
ertsweiler,  France,  while  in  action 
with  the  157th  Infantry  Regiment  in 
the  Battle  of  the  Bulge.  He  was  mar- 
ried and  was  the  father  of  a  son, 
Sanford  R.,  born  shortly  before  the 
former's  death. 

Second  Lieut.  Kenneth  H.  Flath, 
■45x,  Roselle  Park,  N.  J.,  a  Fifth  Air 
Force    B-25    pilot    was    wounded    by 


flak  after  bombing  a  target  on  Hainan 
Island,  Mar.  6,  1945.  With  other 
members  of  his  crew  he  drowned 
when  his  ship  broke  in  two  and 
crashed  into  the  sea.  Three  crewmen

were  rescued  and  taken  prisoners  by 
the  Japs.  They  were  marched  naked 
through  the  streets  of  a  city  and  sub- 
sequently   killed.    The    only   survivor 
was  picked  up  by  Chinese  with  whom 
he   lived    for   more   than   six    months. 
Like  some  52  other  Gold  Star  Ohio- 
ans,  Lieutenant  Flath  was  married. 
Recently  reported  was  the  death 
of  Second  Lieut.  Anthony  Cramer, 
Jr.,  "44x,    (see  picture),  a  pilot  of 
Marine     Fighter     Squadron     211. 
While  leading  a  section  of  planes 
on  a   target  m   the  Philippine   Is- 
lands,    July    24,     1945,     he    was 
struck  by  gunfire.   His  plane  was 
seen  to  burst  into  flames  and  crash. 
His  body  was  not  recovered. 

Through  a  fraternity  brother  of 
the  deceased,  the  Alumni  Office 
has  just  learned  of  the  death,  Nov. 
24,  1944,  at  the  Regional  Hospit- 
al, Ft.  Knox,  Ky.,  of^'Capt.  Walter 
R.  Moore,  '14x,  Columbus.  Cap- 
tain Moore,  a  brother  of  Mrs.  J. 
P.  Farson  (Sylvia  Moore,  "05,  2- 
yr.),  Columbus,  was  commanding 
officer    of    a    provisional    regiment 
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at  Camp  Breckenridge,  Ky.,  at  the 
time  of  his  passing.  He  was  a  veteran 
of  World  War  I  and  commanded 
the  first  A.S.T.P.  battaUon  at  Ohio 
State  University  in  World  War  II. 
Captain  Moore's  wife  is  a  resident  of 
Columbus. 

Although,  perhaps,  not  strictly  a 
war  death,  the  passing  of  Major  Don- 
ald G.  McRae,  "17,  Cleveland,  a  few 
months  after  leaving  the  army  may 
well  have  had  a  service  connection. 
Major  McRae,  a  veteran  of  both 
World  Wars,  was  honorably  dis- 
charged a  year  ago  after  service  in 
England  with  the  Eighth  Air  Force. 
He  returned  to  his  position  as  assis- 
tant principal  of  John  Marshall  High 
School,  Cleveland.  On  last  May  30 
he  gave  a  Memorial  Day  address  at 
Fairview  Villege  High  School.  Two 
hours  after  the  program  he  was 
stricken  with  a  heart  attack  which 
proved  fatal.  He  was  the  husband  of 
Mrs.   Hazel   Crooks  McRae,    "14,   2- 

During  recent  weeks  a  check-up 
has  been  made  of  Ohioans  who  have 
been  on  the  "missing  in  action"  roster. 
As  feared,  a  number  of  them  must 
now  be  transferred  to  another  classi- 
fication. Some  of  those  still  regarded 
as  missing  seem  to  have  only  the 
slightest  chances  of  returning  to  their 
families.  For  others,  there  are  some- 
what brighter  hopes. 

As  First  Lieut.  Alexander  EUer- 
man.  III,  '42,  Piqua,  co-pilot  of  a 
B-17,  was  returning  with  his  crew 
from  a  bombing  mission  to  Erkner, 
Germany,  on  May  6,  1944,  his  plane 
was  attacked  by  enemy  aircraft  a  few 
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miles  west  of  Beriin.  A  War  Depart- 
ment report  to  his  parents  relates 
that:  "Your  son's  plane  was  seen  to 
shoot  down  three  enemy  planes  be- 
fore it  left  the  formation,  then  an- 
other enemy  aircraft,  with  pilot  evi-

In  a  flight,  Aug.  4,  1943,  from 
Greenland  to  Iceland  a  B-26  bomber 
developed  engine  trouble.  An  S.O.S. 
brought  naval  craft,  but  a  four-day 
search  failed  to  find  bodies  or  wreck- 
age. One  of  the  crewmen  was  Flight 
Officer  William  W.  Brehm,  "44x, 
Shadyside.  After  a  year — the  well- 
known  report. 

First  Lieut.  Thomas  S.  Sharp,  "44x, 
McArthur,  a  Mustang  fighter  pilot 
of  the  famed  Eagle  Squadron  under 
Col.  Don  Blakeslee,  and  a  participant 
in  the  first  Britain  to  Russia  mission, 
is  presumed  to  be  dead  as  of  July  2, 
1944.  While  over  Budapest,  Hungary, 
as  an  escort  for  some  bombers  on  the 
first  leg  of  the  shuttle  raid.  Lieuten- 
ant Sharp  reported  to  his  flight  lead- 
er. Major  H.  D.  Hively,  that  his  wing 
tanks  would  not  release.  He  was  or- 
dered to  turn  back,  and  has  not  been 
heard  from  since.  Major  Hively  is  an 


ace  and  the  husband  of  the   former 
Alice  Beasley  "34,  Athens. 

A  319th  Infantry  officer.  Second 
Lieut.  Robert  G.  Schmidt,  '45x,  Lor- 
ain, who  was  at  first  declared  missing 
after  the  fighting  in  the  European 
Theater  of  "Oct.  28,  1944,  is  now 
listed  by  the  War  Department  as 
dead.  The  details  of  his  final  action 
have  not  yet  been  received  from  his 
parents. 

After  the  lapse  of  a  year  no  of- 
ficial word,  other  than  missing  in  ac- 
tion, has  been  received  concerning 
Tech.  Sgt.  Dean  W.  Brooks,  "44x, 
Chillicothe.  Sergeant  Brooks,  a  flight 
engineer  and  gunner  on  a  Liberator 
bomber,  had  completed  120  missions 
over  central  and  southern  Europe 
when  his  ship  failed  to  return,  Nov. 
5,  1944,  from  a  mission  to  Yugo- 
slavia. 

Second  Lieut.  Charles  W.  Bryant, 
'43x,  Freeport,  a  B-24  bombardier, 
with  fellow  crewmen,  was  dropping 
"eggs"  on  Dunkerque,  France,  Feb. 
15,  1943,  when  his  ship  was  hit  by 
flak.  It  had  managed  to  get  part  way 
back  over  the  English  Channel  when 
it  was  forced  down  by  German  fight- 
ers. The  eventual  report:  No  trace 
of  a  single  one  of  the  ship's  eleven 
occupants. 

After  the  usual  waiting  period  of 
one  year  First  Lieut.  Bruce  E.  De 
Mar,  '42x,  a  former  resident  of  Hills- 
dale, N.  J.,  was  officially  declared 
dead  as  of  Feb.  3,  1943,  the  date 
when  the  B-17  of  which  he  was  a 
crewman  collided  over  Wilhelmshav- 
en,  Germany,  with  another  bomber 
of  the  same  type.   No  trace  of  him 
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was  ever  found.  He  was  married  to 
the  former  Miss  Doris  Otto  of  Ma- 
plewood,  N.  J. 

Flight  Officer  Warren  E.  DeVil- 
biss,  "44x,  Cleveland  Heights,  eo-pilot 
of   a   Flying   Fortress,   met   death   on

June  2,  1944,  when  his  ship  was  shot 
down  over  Dehrec2,en,  Hungary.  Four 
crewmen  parachuted  to  earth,  but 
were  taken  by  German  troops  and 
remained  prisoners  until  the  war's 
end.  The  fatal  mission  was  made  in 
connection  with  the  initial  shuttle 
bombing  between  Italy  and  Russia. 

Lieut.  Arthur  L.  Ditrick,  '41x 
(see  picture) ,  Lakewood,  now  a  civil- 
ian in  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  after  near- 
ly four  and  a  half  years  of  Navy 
flying,  was  once  a  Grumman  Hell- 
cat fighter  pilot  aboard  the  famous 
aircraft  carrier,  the  U.S.S.  Tor\town, 
heroine  of  the  documentary  film, 
"The  Fighting  Lady."  In  his  40  com- 
bat missions  he  was  over  Tokyo  twice 
and  participated  in  strikes  against  tar- 
gets in  the  Philippines,  Formosa, 
Hong  Kong,  Canton,  Okinawa,  and 
Iwo  Jima.  After  returning  to  the 
States  early  this  summer  he  was  chief 
test  pilot  at  a  Navy  field  near  Nor- 
folk, Va.  Lieutenant  Ditrick  married 
a  Kansan  and  is  the  father  of  a  little 
daughter,  Anne,  who  was  born  while 
he  was  in  the  Pacific. 

Onetime  Green  and  White  Editor 
Charles  W.  Etsinger,  '30  (see  pic- 
ture), Bucyrus,  now  an  army  technic- 
ian with  a  Tenth  Corps  photo  inter- 
pretation team,  landed  in  Japan  early 
this  month.  Sergeant  Etsinger  was  in 
charge  of  the  public  relations  depart- 


ment at  Fletcher  General  Hospital, 
Cambridge,  Ohio,  before  going  over- 
seas. In  writing  to  the  Alumni  Secre- 
tary from  the  Philippines  early  this 
spring  he  reported  having  met  a  fel- 
low Ohioan,  George  (Eisenbrey) 
Marshall,  '29,  who  was  with  the  Al- 
lied Translating  and  Interpreting 
Section.  George  was  for  a  number  of 
years  athletic  director  at  St.  Paul's 
(Episcopal)  University  in  Tokyo. 
With  his  letter,  Charlie  inclosed  a 
package  of  General  MacArthur's  "I 
Shall  Return"  cigarettes  which  were 
distributed  among  the  Filipinos  by 
the  Army's  Psychological  Welfare 
Branch  both  before  and  after  the  in- 
vasion. Sergeant  Etsinger  is  a  brother 
of  Walter  V.  Etsinger,  '39,  who  is 
production  control  head  of  the  Smith 
Tool  &  Engineering  Co.,  Bucyrus. 

On  his  way  home,  perhaps,  by  this 
time,  to  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Young 
Schletzer,  '34,  A.M.  '36,  in  Balti- 
more, Md.,  IS  Master  Sgt.  Carl  L. 
Schletser,  '33  (see  picture)  an  Ar- 
my engineer  corpsman  who  helped 
build  the  famous  Ledo  (Stillwell) 
Road  in  Burma.  As  a  construction 
superintendent  he  supervised  the  erec- 
tion of  bridges  and  all  types  of  houses. 
His  outfit  built  137  bridges  in  four 
months,  the  bridges  ranging  in  length 
from  16  feet  to  600  feet.  Mahogany 
and  teakwood  were  frequently  used 
in  the  construction.  Of  the  Ledo 
Road,  Sergeant  Schletzer  wrote  at  one 
time  that  "the  amount  of  traffic  that 
has  passed  over  this  road  in  the  past 
few  months  would  make  the  high- 
ways in  the  States  look  deserted."  In 
September  he  visited  the  Kanchinjan- 


ga  Mountains  in  Nepal  which  are 
only  about  100  miles  from  Mt.  Ev- 
erest. Mrs.  Schletzer  is  a  teacher  in 
the  Baltimore  schools.

THE  DESIRE  to  economize  time 
and  mental  effort  in  arithmetical 
computation,  and  to  eliminate  human 
liability  to  error,  is  probably  as  old 
as  the  science  of  arithmetic  itself. 
This  desire  has  led  to  the  design  and 
construction  of  a  variety  of  aids  to 
computation  beginnmg  with  "groups 
of  small  objects  such  as  pebbles,  used 
first  loosely,  later  as  'counters"  on 
ruled  boards,  and  later  still  with  beads 
mounted  on  wires  fixed  in  a  frame, 
constituting  the  abacus." 

It  seems  most  likely  that  the  aba- 
cus originated  in  the  Tigris-Euphra- 
tes valley,  and  that  its  use  traveled 
both  east  and  west  along  the  routes 
of  the  caravans.  Elaboration  of  the 
instrument,  and  later  development  of 
the  techniques  of  its  manipulation 
made  it  applicable  to  multiplication, 
division,  and  even  to  the  extraction  of 
square  and  cube  roots,  as  well  as  to 
addition  and  subtraction  for  which 
the  instrument  was  probably  original- 
ly intended. 

After  the  invention  of  the  abacus, 
five  thousand  years  elapsed  before  the 
next  computational  aid  was  develop- 
ed. During  this  time,  gears  and  point- 
ers were  used  in  the  design  of  clocks. 
These  machine  elements,  and  more 
especially  a  wheel  which  at  the  end 
of  a  complete  revolution  gave  im- 
petus to  a  second  wheel,  paved  the 
way  for  the  development  of  calculat- 
ing machinery. 

In  1617,  John  Napier,  following 
his  invention  of  logarithms,  publish- 
ed an  account  of  his  numbering  rods, 
known  as  "Napier's  bones."  Various 
forms  of  the  bones  appeared,  some 
approaching  the  beginning  of  mechan- 
ical computation.  Subsequent  to  the 
introduction  of  logarithms,  the  slide 
rule  was  developed  by  Oughtred 
(1630),  Everard  (1755),  Mannheim 
(1850)  and  others.  The  slide  rule  re- 
ceived wide  recognition  from  scien- 
tists as  early  as  1700.  Particularly 
in  engineering  design,  the  slide  rule 
has  proved  an  invaluable  instrument. 
In  addition,  it  is  probably  the  ances- 
tor of  all  those  calculating  devices 
whose  operation  is  based  upon  an 
analogy  between  numbers  and  phy' 
sical  magnitudes,  in  which  the  com- 


puted results  are  obtained  by  physi- 
cal measurements.  Many  such  analogy 
devices  have  since  been  constructed. 
Examples  of  these  are  the  planimeter, 
integraph,  Kelvin's  tide  predicter  and 
finally  the  differential  analyzer.  All 
analogy  devices,  like  the  slide  rule, 
are  limited  to  the  accuracy  of  a  phy 
sical  measurement. 

It  was  Blaise  Pascal  who,  in  1642, 
designed  and  built  the  first  mechanical 
adding  machine  in  the  modern  sense 
of  the  term.  Incidentally,  it  should 
be  noted  that  Pascal's  machine  was 
designed  not  to  further  scientific  re- 
search but  rather  for  use  in  his  fath- 
er's mercantile  business.  It  was  an  ac- 
counting machine  and  as  such  was  the 
forerunner  of  the  modern  accounting 
machine  and  cash  register.  The  de- 
sign of  Pascal's  machine  depended 
upon  rotating  wheels  and  provided 
for  carry  by  mechanically  turning  the 
wheel  of  next  higher  order  one  posi- 
tion when  the  lower  passed  from 
nine  to  zero.  The  direct  actuation  of 
a  numbered  wheel  and  the  secondary 
feature  of  effecting  carry  (which 
seem  to  have  been  first  used  in  an 
adding  machine  by  Pascal)  are  the 
foundation  on  which  nearly  all  me- 
chanical calculating  machines  have 
since  been  constructed. 

The  next  major  development  in 
mechanical  aids  to  numerical  compu- 
tation came  in  1666  when  Samuel 
Morland  built  a  machine  similar  to 
Pascal's,  adapted  to  multiplication  by 
repeated  addition.  Independently,  in 
1671,  Leibnitz  conceived  a  multiply- 
ing machine  and  finished  it  in  1694. 
In  Pascal's  machine  the  wheels  were 
set  and  turned  individually  by  hand; 
in  Leibnitz"  machine  all  wheels  were 
set  and  turned  simultaneously  by  a 
crank  to  a  previously  determined  posi- 
tion. In  the  "stepped  reckoner,"  Leib- 
nitz added  a  device  which  still  oc- 
curs as  a  component  part  of  modern 
calculating  machines. 

From  the  seventeenth  century  on, 
it  was  even  more  evident  that  pre- 
cise and  rapid  methods  of  computa- 
tion were  required.  The  computation 
of  tables  of  logarithms  demanded  by 
Napier's  discovery,  of  tables  of  sines 
and  cosines,  of  tables  of  tides  needed 
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by  faster  and  more  extensive  naviga- 
tion and  of  the  astronomical  tables 
envisioned  by  Kepler,  accentuated 
this  need.  Among  many  others.  Gauss, 
Cayley,  Tchebychev,  Maxwell  and 
Kelvin  all  attempted  to  devise  or  im- 
prove computational  aids.  Naturally, 
these  men  all  considered  mechanical 
calculation  largely  from  their  own 
point  of  view,  the  desire  to  further 
scientific  advancement.  Despite  this 
widespread  interest,  the  development 
of  modern  calculating  machinery  pro- 
ceeded slowly  until  the  growth  of 
commercial  enterprise  and  the  in- 
creasing complexity  of  accounting 
made  mechanical  computation  an 
economic  necessity.  Thus  the  ideas  of 
the  physicists  and  mathematicians^ 
who  foresaw  the  possibilities  and  gave 
the  fundamentals,  were  turned  to  ex- 
cellent purposes,  but  differing  greatly 
from  those  for  which  they  were  orig- 
inally intended. 

It  was  not  until  just  before  the 
beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century 
that  any  attempt  was  made  to  build 
highly  specialized  calculating  ma- 
chines designed  for  the  mathematical 
and  physical  sciences.  A  Hessian  mil- 
itary engineer,  J.  H.  Muller,  seems  to 
have  had  the  first  idea  of  a  difference 
engine  in  1786.  But  this  idea  remains 
in  a  purely  theoretical  state  and  was 
without  doubt  forgotten  when,  in 
1812,  it  occurred  to  Charles  Babbage 
and  he  set  about  actual  construction 
of  such  an  engine.  This  engine  was 
to  "perform  the  whole  operation — 
(the  computation  and  printing  of 
tables    of    functions) — without     any 
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mental  attention  when  once  the  given 
numbers  have  been  put  into  the  ma- 
chine. A  iirst  model  was  built  in 
1820-22  and  consisted  of  six  columns 
using  second  differences.  In  182?i,  the 
construction  of  an  engine  using  twen- 
ty-six significant  digits  and  sixth  dif- 
ferences was  begun  with  the  aid  of  a 
subvention  from  the  British  govern- 
ment. The  construction  continued  un- 
til 18J3  when  the  government  aid 
was  withdrawn.  The  unfinished  ma- 
chine is  preserved  in  the  collections 
■of  the  Science  Museum  m  South  Ken- 
sington. It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  difference  engine,  although  a 
highly  useful  scientific  instrument, 
was  still  a  specialized  machine  being 
intended  for  the  sole  purpose  of  tabu- 
lating the  values  of  a  function  for 
equidistant  values  of  the  argument. 

Having  been  unable  to  complete 
the  difference  engine,  Babbage  em- 
barked upon  the  creation  of  a  far 
more  ambitious  concept,  an  analytical 
engine.  Though  the  terms  of  the  prob- 
lem proposed  were  enough  to  stagger 
the  contemporary  imagination,  he  at- 
tempted to  design  a  machine  capable 
■of  carrying  out  not  just  a  single  arith- 
metical operation,  but  whole  series  of 
such  operations  without  the  interven- 
tion of  an  operator.  The  numbers  in 
the  first  part  of  the  machine,  called 
the  "store,"  were  to  be  operated  up- 
on by  the  second  part  of  the  machine, 
called  the  "mill."  A  succession  of  se- 
lected operations  were  to  be  executed 
mechanically  at  the  command  of  a 
"sequence  mechanism"  (a  term  un- 
known to  Babbage).  For  this  latter, 
he  intended  to  use  a  variation  of  the 
Jacquard  cards. 

These  cards,  the  precursors  of  Hol- 
lerith's punched  cards,  were  used  by 
the  Jacquard  weavers  to  control  the 
looms  to  produce  and  reproduce  the 
exact  patterns  designed  by  the  ar- 
tists. In  adapting  these  cards  for  use 
in  his  machine,  Babbage  required  two 
■decks:  one  of  variable  cards  and  one 
of  operational  cards.  The  first  set  was 
■designed  to  select  the  particular 
numbers  to  be  operated  upon  from 
the  store;  the  second  set  to  select  the 
operation  to  be  performed  by  the 
mill.  The  deck  of  operation  cards 
therefore  represented  the  solution  of 
a  mathematical  situation  independent 
of  the  values  of  the  parameters  and 
variables  involved.  Thus  the  analy- 
tical engine  was  to  have  been  com- 
pletely general  as  regards  algebraic 
operations. 

Unfortunately,  like  the  differencing 
engine  the  analytical  engine  was  not 


completed.  Babbage's  failure  to  com- 
plete either  of  his  projects  was  not 
due  to  a  lack  of  understanding  of 
the  principles  and  purposes  of  the 
engines  that  he  designed,  but  rather 
to  his  lack  of  machine  tools,  materials 
of  construction  and  electrical  circuits. 
After  Babbage,  the  problem  of  de- 
signing calculating  machinery  was 
largely  abandoned  by  students  of  sci- 
ence and  left  in  the  hands  of  the  in- 
ventors. For  the  purposes  of  account- 
ing, these  men,  both  in  this  country 
and  abroad,  with  the  aid  of  the  im- 


Comdr.  Howard  H.  Aiken,  U.S.N. R.,  now 
on  leave  from  his  position  as  associate  pro- 
fessor of  applied  mathematics  at  the  Har- 
vard University  Graduate  School  of  Engi- 
neering, addressed  an  Ohio  University  audi- 
ence, October  20,  on  "Automatic  Compu- 
tation." He  is  a  co-inventor  of  the  Automatic 
Sequence    Controlled    Calculator. 

The  new  calculator,  the  theoretical  basis 
for  which  was  worked  out  by  Commander 
Aiken  and  the  practical  aspects  developed 
by  Clair  D.  Lake,  chief  engineer  of  the  In- 
ternational Business  Machines  Corporation, 
will  solve  in  a  matter  of  hours  equations 
never  before  solved  because  of  their  intric- 
acy and  the  enormous  amount  of  time  and 
personnel  required  to  work  them  out  on 
ordinary   office   calculators. 

Commander  Aiken,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  started  work  on  the 
theory  of  the  device  in  1935,  when  he  join- 
ed the  Harvard  staff  as  an  instructor  in 
physics  and  communication  engineering.  Six 
years  of  design,  construction  and  testing, 
performed  at  the  I.B.M.  Corporation's  lab- 
oratory at  Endicott,  N.  /.,  were  required  to 
transform  Commander  Aiken's  conceptions 
into    a    working    machine. 

The  machine  was  presented  to  Harvard 
University  by  the  I.B.M.  Corporation  and 
placed  in  the  Cruft  Laboratory.  It  is  expect- 
ed that  the  machine  will  be  used  to  explore 
vast  fields  in  pure  mathematics  previously 
barred  from  research  by  excessively  intricate 
and  time-consuming  calculations  and  in  the 
application  of  higher  mathemitcs  to  all 
quantitative    sciences. 


proved  materials  and  tools  created 
during  the  industrial  revolution,  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  key  driven  calcu- 
lating machines  to  high  state  of  per- 
fection. The  use  of  punched  cards  as 
a  means  of  storing  numbers  and  all 
the  associated  mechanisms,  developed 
by  the  International  Business  Ma- 
chines Corporation  brought  the  possi- 
bility of  scientific  calculating  machin- 
ery again  into  a  position  where  the 
situation  could  be  viewed  with  some 
hope  of  success. 

The  Automatic  Sequence  Control- 
led Calculator  built  by  the  Interna- 
tional Business  Machines  Corpora- 
tion, and  presented  to  Harvard  Uni- 


versity in  1944  is  equipped  with  a 
central  multiplying  and  dividing  unit 
together  with  72  adding  storage  coun- 
ters each  of  which  can  add,  subtract, 
and  store  numbers  corresponding  to 
the  mill  and  the  store  of  Babbage's 
proposed  analytical  engine.  In  addi- 
tion, the  machine  is  supplied  with  me- 
chanical tables  of  log  i"X,  10",  and  sine 
X  together  with  three  nonlinear  in- 
terpolator units  capable  of  interpo- 
lation of  any  order  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  eleventh  on  functions  supplied 
to  them  in  the  form  of  perforated 
paper  tape. 

Additional  features,  are  two  card 
feeds  for  supplying  the  machine  with 
empirical  or  other  data,  60  constant 
registers  to  contain  such  quantities  as 
are  to  remain  constant  through  a  com- 
putation, a  card  punch  for  recording 
computed  results  on  tabulating  ma- 
chine cards,  two  automatic  typewrit- 
ers for  recording  final  computed  re- 
sults, and  finally  an  automatic  se- 
quence unit  having  control  of  the 
machine  as  a  whole. 

The  sequence  control  unit,  consists 
of  a  main  drive  sprocket  drum  over 
which  runs  a  perforated  paper  tape 
called  a  control  tape,  together  with 
such  gears,  cams,  and  clutches  as  are 
necessary  to  advance  the  drum  and 
tape  one  line  of  perforation  at  a  time. 

In  addition,  the  unit  is  equipped 
with  a  set  of  24  sensing  pins,  con- 
trolled by  a  crosshead,  which  are 
advanced  at  the  end  of  each  forward 
step  of  the  tape  to  detect  the  distri- 
bution of  holes  in  one  line  of  the 
tape  and  to  close  electric  contacts  in 
the  same  distribution. 

Each  horizontal  line  of  the  tape 
has  space  for  24  equidistant  holes, 
these  being  thought  of,  however,  as 
being  composed  of  three  groups  of  8 
each  known  as  A,  B  and  C.  The  A 
group  of  holes  controls  all  of  the 
"Out  relays"  by  means  of  which  all 
counters  are  connected  to  the  central 
distribution  buss  over  which  numbers 
are  transferred  from  one  counter  to 
another. 

The  B  group  of  holes  controls  the 
"In  relay"  of  all  the  counters  in  the 
machine.  They  also  connect  the  coun- 
ters to  the  central  distribution  buss, 
and  when  closed  permit  the  egress  of 
numbers  from  the  buss  into  the  coun- 
ter. 

Finally,  the  C  group  of  holes  rep- 
resent, in  general,  an  operation  which 
is  required  to  be  performed  on  the 
number  in  counter  A  after  that  num- 
ber has  been  transferred  to  counter

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EFFECTIVE  WITH  the  begin- 
ning of  the  1946  Summer  Ses- 
sion, the  general  registration  fee  for 
all  out-of-state  students  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity will  he  $75  a  semester  in  addi- 
tion to  the  general  registration  fee  of 
$40  a  semester  assessed  residents  of 
Ohio.  Besides  the  general  registration 
fee,  all  students  will  pay  student  ac- 
tivity, library,  and  health  fees  total- 
ing $12.  Beginning  next  June,  there- 
fore, residents  of  Ohio  carrying  a  nor- 
mal academic  load  will  pay  $52  a 
semester  in  entrance  fees,  while  their 
brothers  and  sisters  from  beyond  the 
state's  borders  will  pay  a  total  of 
$127  for  similar  privileges. 

Heretofore,  students  coming  from 
states  (Massachusetts  and  New 
York)  which  do  not  have  state  uni- 
versities similar  in  scope  and  stand- 
ards to  Ohio  University  have  paid 
$25  a  semester  more  than  other  out- 
of-staters.  In  the  future  the  fee  will 
be  uniform  for  all  states. 

Under  the  new  fee  structure,  the 
student  activity  fee  (formerly  known 
as  the  athletic,  lecture,  and  entertain- 
ment fee)  will  be  increased  from  $i 
to  $6  a  semester;  the  health  fee  will 
go  to  $5  from  the  previous  $4;  while 
the  library  fee  will  remain  at  $1. 

THE  FIRST  annual  art  exhibit  of 
the  works  of  Ohio  University 
alumni  was  held  in  the  gallery  of  the 
Edwin  Watts  Chubb  Library  during 
the  month  of  October.  Since  this  in- 
itial showing  was  more  or  less  exper- 
imental, invitations  were  extended  to 
only  a  limited  number  of  alumni.

A  special  showing 
of  the  works  of  alumni  associated 
with  the  war  effort  will  be  made 
next  year,  also.

BECAUSE  ALL  university-owned 
housing  accommodations  for  wom- 
en students  are  filled  to  capacity  and 
the  supply  of  quarters  in  private 
homes  is  practically  exhausted,  Ohio 
University  authorities  have  announced 
that  no  new  out-of-state  women  can 
be  accepted  for  admission  during  the 
second  semester  of  the  current  year 
(beginning  on  Feb.  4,  1946)  and  pos- 
sibly not  for  the  first  and  second  se- 
mesters of  the  1946-1947  school  year. 
Non-Ohio  women  who  wish  to  en- 
roll in  the  1946  Summer  Session  be- 
ginning in  June  may  do  so,  but  this 


will  not  carry  assurance  of  admission 
for  the  semester  which  opens  the  fol- 
lowing September. 

The  housing  situation  for  women 
is  the  result  of  the  largest  co-ed  en- 
rollment in  the  history  of  the  univer- 
sity, the  new  demand  on  the  part  of 
married  veterans  for  quarters  for  their 
families,  and  a  shrinkage  in  normally 
available  accommodations  for  students 
in  the  community  due  to  the  wartime 
conversion  of  rooms  to  other  pur- 
poses. The  erection  of  a  new  dormi- 
tory for  women  on  University  Ter- 
race (see  page  2)  will  give  eventual 
relief  to  a  regrettable  situation.  Mean' 
while,  the  best  advice  to  prospective 
women  students  from  outside  Ohio 
is:  "Consult  the  director  of  admis- 
sions before  packing  your  bags  to 
come  to  the  campus."" 

WHEN  JOHN  W.  "Jack""  Mor- 
gan, "34,  sales  representative 
of  a  Pittsburgh  commercial  concern, 
arrived  in  Athens  during  the  wee 
small  hours  of  a  recent  morning,  he 
telephoned  his  friend,  David  H. 
Hughes,  "36,  local  embalmer  and  un- 
dertaker, and  greeted  him  "innocent- 
ly"" with,  "Did  I  get  you  out  of  bed, 
Dave?""

THE    STATE    BUREAU    of 
Vocational  Rehabilitation,  a 
division  of  the  State  Department 
of   Education,    has   established    a 
district  office  in  Room  202  of  the 
Men's     Gymnasium.

Patchen  is  in  charge  of  the  dis- 
trict which  will  serve   17  south - 
•eastern  Ohio  counties.    Formerly 
this    district    was    supervised    by 
Max  M.  Young,  '22x,  who  work- 
ed  out   of   the   Columbus   office.

Student  Victim  of  German  Atrocity 

From  Major  Robert  E.  Rowland, 
'40,  Wooster,  Dr.  Mary  T.  Noss,  pro- 
fessor of  French,  has  received  a  letter 
which  reports  a  tragedy  in  the  life  of 
Mme.  Louis  Cartan  (Therese  Purts- 
chet,  '33),  a  former  exchange  student 
at  Ohio  University  who  is  now  living 
in  Poitiers. 

Major  Rowland  who  has  been 
overseas  for  21  months    with  the  9th

Air  Force,  has  been  in  France  for  the 
past  year  and  near  Paris  during  re- 
cent months.  His  proximity  to  the 
French  capital  and  the  cessation  of 
combat  activities  have  made  possible 
frequent  visits  to  the  Opera  Comique, 
the  Pans  Opera,  and  the  Louvre.  Of 
the  former  Ohio  University  co-ed  he 
writes : 

"Therese  Cartan  is  now  living  in 
Poitiers,  Viene  (117  Rue  de  la  Lib- 
eration), where  she  has  a  position  of 
some  sort — teaching,  I  presume.  She 
is  planning  to  return  to  Pans  some- 
time this  fall.  She  feels  more  at  home 
there,  having  lived  there  from  1929 
to  1940. 

"Therese  was  married,  as  you 
know.  She  has  three  children  (two 
girls  and  a  boy)  and  was  happy  liv- 
ing in  Paris  until  1940.  Her  husband 
(son  of  a  professor  in  The  Sorbonne) 
did  not  go  to  war  because  he  suffered 
from  heart  disease,  but  upon  the 
German  invasion  of  France  he  took 
an  active  part  in  the  Resistance  Move- 
ment. In  September,  1942,  he  was 
taken  as  a  political  prisoner,  and  after 


spending  six  months  in  prison  in 
France  he  was  transferred  to 
Germany. 

"Luck  helped  Therese  see  him  at 
the  Gare  de  Test  as  he  left  Paris  and 
again  at  Bar-le-Duc  where  she  joined 
him  by  taking  a  train  leaving  Pans 
before  his.  After  Bar-le-Duc  she 
could  go  no  further  and  got  no  news 
after  that. 

"After  years  of  anxiety,  at  the  end 
of  May  '41,  she  learned  the  horrible 
news  which  his  comrades  brought  back 
after  they  were  liberated.  He  had  been 
killed  — beheaded,  in  fact — after  a 
so-called  judgement,  Dec.  3,  1943,  at 
Wolfenfuttel.  That  is  the  tragic 
news  of  Therese  Cartan.  As  she  says, 
she  must  go  on  living.  Consequent- 
ly, she's  returning  to  Paris  to  be  near 
friends."

Fields  to  Handlers  of  Figures

B.  Clearly,  each  horizontal  line  of 
holes  perforated  in  the  tape  is  the 
equivalent  of  a  single  spoken  order, 
"take  this  number  out  of  counter  A; 
deliver  it  to  counter  B;  and  start  C 
operations."  Since  the  A,  B  and  C 
groups  of  perforation  each  contains 
8  holes,  the  maximum  number  of  out, 
in,  and  operation  relays  which  can 
be  controlled  by  the  machine  is  2"= 
256i  each.  Further,  the  maximum  pos- 
sible number  of  orders  which  can  be 
represented  by  a  single  line  of  holes 
is  2"=(256)=16,77>,216. 

Since  the  number  of  consecutive 
lines  of  holes  is  in  no  way  limited 
by  the  machinery,  it  is  apparent  that 
control  tapes  may  be  punched  with 
great  generality.  The  reiteration  of 
the  same  order,  "take  the  number  out 
of  counter  A,  deliver  it  to  counter 
B;  and  perform  C  operation,"  per- 
mutting  A  and  B  over  the  various 
counters  of  the  machine,  while  chang- 
ing this  nature  of  the  operation  C,  is 
sufficient  to  guide  the  machine  through 
the  solution  of  any  problem  of  math- 
ematics capable  of  a  reduction  to  a 
numerical  procedure.  This  gives  the 
machine  a  very  wide  range  of  appH- 
cability,  indeed.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
conclude  this  article  by  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  support  of  the  Interna- 
tional Machines  Corporation  in  con- 
nection with  the  development  for 
which  Mr.  C.  D.  Lake,  Mr.  F.  E.

Gridiron  rivals 
for  that  October  13  day  of  tradi- 
tion were  the  Bearcats  of  Cincin- 
nati. Behind  at  the  half,  they  came 
back  to  win  their  first  game  of  the 
season,  20-19,  to  give  the  Home- 
coming fans  something  to  shout 
about.
